These barracks, which consist 
of a group of three large buildings, housed approxiamtely 4,000 
Soviet troops. 


d. Barracks of 34 Rumanian Infantry Regiment, located on Mircea 
Street - A Soviet military unit of unknown strength was housed 
here,
